1. The following table shows the actual cost per page for 
research, analysis, transletion, editing and typing of all FDB 
publications, by category and requestor, durins the period Jun U8 - 
Fed 19 inclusive. 


2. It is noted that the average cost per pace of all transla- 
tion and information projects completed during the period Jun /\8 - 
Feb 19 was $3.57, whereas the avcrage similar cost for the years 
19,7 and 1948, as reported in the referenced review, was $3.58.

1. This Branch in its recent contacts has noted that large 
quantities of United States Publications are being sent to the USSR 
through the International Exchange Service, which is under the | 
direotion of the Smithsonian Institution. A list was therefore, 
compiled by us of the addressees in the USSR for this material and 
the names of U8 organizations sending this material. ‘Two copies of 
thia list are forwarded herewith ae Enclosure A. 


2, The names of some 400 addressees comprising thie list were 
taken directly from the packages for a two month period, inasmuch 
as the Exchange Service maintains no register. Since exchange : 
materials fromthe USSR are supposed to be forwarded directly to 
the organizations in the United States, it was not possible to 
estimate the volume of material received through this service. 
Gowever, it is believed that some exchange material is received by 
US organizations,
